Eggs can be 
put up in smaller crocks, and the eggs 
put 1u the crock first .should be used 
first in the household. 


Water Glass Method. 


"Water glass" is known to the chem- 


ist as sodium silicate. It can be pur- 
chased by the quart from druggists oc 
poultry supply men. It is a pale yel- 
low, odorless, sirupy liquid. 'It is di- 
luted in the proportion of one part of 
silicate to nine parts of distilled wa- 
ter, i-ajn water or other water. .In any- 
case the water should be boiled and 
then allowed to cool. Half fill the ves- 
sel with this solution and place the 
egg3 In. it, being careful not.to*crack 
them. The eggs can be added a few at 
a tune until the container is filled. Be 
sure to keep abput two inches of wa- 
ter glass above the eggs. 
Cover the 


crock and place it.in the coolest place 
available from which the crock will: 
not Bave to be removed. Inspect the' 
crock from tune to time and replace 
any water that has .evaporated ;with 
cool boiled water. 


How to Use Preserved Eggs. 


When the eggs are to be iised remove 


them as desired, rinse in. clean, coiij 
water and use immediately. 


Eggs preserved in water .glass can be 


used for soft boiling or poaching up to 
November. Before boiling such eggs! 
prick a tiny hole in the large end^of 
the shell with a needle :to keep them 
from cracking. 
They are satisfactory 


for frying until about December; From: 
that time until the end of the usual 
storage period—that is until March— 
they can be used for omelettes, scram- 
bled eggs, custards, cakes and general 
cookery. As the eggs age the white 
becomes thinner and is harder to beat 
The yolk membrane becomes more deli- 
cate, and it is correspondingly difficult 
to separate the whites from the yolks. 
Sometimes the white of the egg is ting- 
ed pink after very long keeping in wa- 
fer glass. This is due, probably, to a 
little iron which is in the sodium sili- 
cate, but which apparently does not in- 
jure the egg for food purposes.

The City of Silence. 


Amvclae, an ancient tcfsvn of Laco- 


nia, situated on the eastern bank of 
the Eurotas, was a famous city in the 
heroic age.

(743-724 B. C-) that the town was con- 
quered by the Spartan king Teleclus, 
The inhabitants had been so often 
alarmed by false reports of the ap- 
proach of the Spartans that, growing 
tired of living in a state of continual 
a-ann, they decreed that no one should 
henceforth mention or even take notice 
of these disagreeable fictions, and ac- 
cordingly when the Spartans at last 
came no one dared to announce their 
approach; hence arose the Greek saying.

SPAIN SUGGESTS 


NEGOTIATION TO 


AVERT A CRISIS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Amsterdam, via London, April 25. 


-The text of Spain's note to Ger- 


many as given in a Berlin dispatch, 
while conveying a grave warning 
that the end of Spanish patience is 
in sight, also contains a suggestion 
that a crisis may be averted through 
negotiation. The note says in part: 


"All the repeated attempts of the 


Spanish 
government. 
undertaken 


with the intention ot" safeguarding 
its sea traffic, and the lives of its 
sailors, have tailed in the face of the 
imperturbable resolution ot the im- 
perial government to employ unusual 
and violent war measures. 
"If the imperial government per- 


sists in declaring that it adheres to 
its determination in order to defend 
its life, it must not be astonished if 
Spain, for the same reason, must em- 
phasize her right to defend her own 
life. 
Despite negative replies to its 


previous note the Spanish 
govern- 


ment still trusts that the German 
government will earnestly appreciate 
th« sense and significance of this 
note and that in future its measures 
will be guided by regard 
for the 


lives of our seamen and the safety 
of her ships. . . . The Spanish 
government also hopes that the im- 
perial government fully appreciating 
the difficult economic situation m 
Spain will enter into a discussion 
with the Spanish government 
re- 


garding measures 
which 
may be 
taken within the limits of military 
necessities, for the mitigation of the 
difficulties, which 
have 
arisen in 


Spain."

"In view of attendant 
circum- 


stances, other states have denied the 
right, and Ohio would doubtless ap- 
pear singularly indifferent to pres- 
ent considerations if it permitted the 
contest. The decision, therefore, is 
that the prize fight will not take 
place."
